Dear FATHERS AND BRETUREN—Your Committee on Education 
would respectfully report as follows : 


The good work begun in former years has been progressing lavorably 
in the year now closing. 


First of all we note great advancement in public sentiment as re- 
cards the importance of this work in the higher grades. This has 


shown itself in the 8ubstantial work done in literature and sc1ence at 
the University. 


Secondly, we note the growing convietion of the necessity for 
Methodist Kpiscopal Seminaries and Academies. This results from 
the good already accomplished by the Grangeville Academy. There 
Should be at least four more 8nch schools established within the next 
year to become training schools for the University, their Sen1ors being 
required to pass an examination prepared by the Univyersity Faculty 
as a requisite for graduation, after which no further examination would 
be required for entrance as Freshmen, 


- The University, although not at the centre of population of the 
Conterence, is yery near the geographical centre and in a mosb beautl- 
ful and healthful region of. country, and what is of great importance 
wo most 8tudents, a region where living is cheap.

We have had the matter under careful consideration, and are 
deeply imprexxed with the importance of the subject and the difficulty 
attending its proper adjustment. While onr report embodies the W18- 
tom of the committee, we sincerely hope the discussion to follow will 
be full and free, 80 that the mature judement of the Conterence will 
be expreged mn its final action. Tt is the unqualified opinion, however, 
of your committee, that the publication of the Advocate as an organ ol 
Methodism in this Northweet should be continued, and that 19 this 
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Az the relations ot the government and nation grow more and more 
complex and difficult to deal with, 80 the responsihility of the Church 
and Christianity in connection with the Indian race increases. 


There has never been a time when this subject demanded of the 
Methodist Episcopal Chnreh more extended study and wiser %0nsider-

A careful survey of the relations now existing hetween the two 
races forces the conclusion that for the Indian there is only one of two 
ways of destiny open—either civilization and the raising him up to the 
dignity of manhood and citizenship, or extinction. | 


Which shall 16 be? The question is forced upon our legislators, 
indeed upon the whole nation, and with peeular intensity upon the 
church. 


To say the Indian cannot be christianized is to say that God has, 


made a human being, yea, a whole race of human heings, that cannot 
be saved. 


| We hold that the Tndian must be civilized by civil methods. The 
army is a potent and useful instrument for the punishment and suþ- 
jection of refractory tribes, but. can never he used as a eivilizing and 
christianizing agency. 


The erying necessity is that the moral and intellectual status 0 the 
Indian be raised, and that he be tanght to work. 


We have no Sympathy with any 8ys8tem that contemplates feeding 
and clothing Indians in idleness. 


Any such system might as well be labelled failure, and dropped In 
the beginning. 


The Indian must be taught a manly reliance upon his own exertions. 


We are deeply impressed that a long step in the right direction would 
be to extend the jurisdiction of the states and United States laws over 
the Indians upon reservations and elsewhere $0 that there should be 
vne law and one punishment meted out with equal justice to both the 
White and red man.” 
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2d; That inasmuch as the paper must. he: published- at Portland. 
and hence managed largely by men within the bounds of the Oreggy 
Annual Conference, that we deem It 2 matter: of courtesy that this 
Y%onferenee be granted the privilege of nommating its editor, and that 
we respectfully ask the Oregon Annual Conference, if poxsihle, ty 
$6cond our nomination. And we, therefore, recommend for your ap- 
proval.the Rev. Harvey K. Hines, a man not only well qualified to fill 
the editorial chair, but one whose long residence among us and inti. 
mate connection with the growth of Methodism on this coast has made 
his name a household word in hoth Conferences, and point to him as 
the man for the place.

All take part in the study of the Bible. Among the attendants are 
several old grey headed Indians, men who seem to have an earnest 
lesire to know the teachings of the Holy Seriptures, and ro: hear them 
taught to their children. 


[n both Sabbath Schools the Berean International system of lessons 


s regularly followed, the lessons being 1Ilustrated each Sabbath by 
appropriate drawings. . 


During the year the day school has been kept up, and from 30 to 
20 of the Pinte and Bannock Indians” children bave been taught be- 
5ides the usual number in the school for the Yakamas', an average of 
about 70 for the nine months. f

We should see that none 
of the cheap literature should be allowed in our schools. Ou this 
point we refer the preachers to the reeent circular sent out by Phillips 


& Hunt, urging the importance of our own .books upon onr 
preachers. 


We have been rejoiced and encouraged by the report handed to us 
by Father Wilbur from the Indian Mission Schools. 


They certainly show larger atten and batir drill than any 
other in the Conference. Surely in the children of the wildernes? 
(rod 18 perfecting praise, and putting in them a * voice of reproof” 
and admonition for their more cultured and privileged 818ter race.
